INTRODUCTION 


Tai 1966, the former Census Division of the Dominion Bureau of Statistics (DBS) 
published a bibliography of Canadian demography by M.B. Stone and G.J.V. Kokich.* 
Subsequent to its release, the Stone-Kokich bibliography was soon recognized 

as a vital research tool, as the heavy demand for this publication proved. 
Nonetheless, as the number of publications on Canadian demography kept increas- 
ing steadily with time, the need for a project to update the Stone-Kokich 
bibliography became more and more pressing. Ideally, such a project should be 
carried out under the supervision of professional librarians; hence, the orga- 
nizations most suitable for undertaking the project are those which employ 
professional librarians, e.g., the library of Statistics Canada or the National 
Library. As a stop-gap measure, until a comprehensive updating project is car- 
ried out by a professional body such as these, a small-scale operation is being 


undertaken within the Demographic Sector/Characteristics Division of the Census 


Field, to serve the needs of our ongoing research. According to the current plan, 


this mini-project comprises four steps: 
(i) Compilation of a list of papers published in the "internal series" of the 
Census Field; 
(ii) Compilation of a list of pertinent works referenced in Population Index; 
(iii) Compilation of a list of pertinent papers not covered by (i) and (ii), 
e.g., papers presented by Statistics Canada staff members at meetings 
of professional associations such as the PAA; 
(iv) Computerization of the lists mentioned under (i) to (iii).

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INTRODUCTION 


En 1966, l'ancienne Division du recensement du Bureau fédéral de la statistique 
(B.F.S.) publiait une bibliographie de la démographie canadienne de M. M.B. Stone 
et M. G.J.V. Kokich*. Aprés sa parution, la bibliographie de MM. Stone et Kokich 
fut vite reconnue comme un instrument de recherche essentiel comme le prouvait la 
forte demande de cette publication. Néanmoins, comme le nombre de publications 
sur la démographie canadienne augmentait sans cesse, le besoin d'un projet pour 
la mise 4 jour de cette bibliographie se faisait de plus en plus sentir. Théori- 
quement, une telle entreprise devrait @tre secondée par des bibliothécaires 
professionnels; par conséquent, les organismes les plus aptes a entreprendre le 
projet sont ceux qui emploient des bibliothécaires professionnels, par exemple, 
la bibliothéque de Statistique Canada ou la Bibliothéque nationale. Comme pal- 
liatif et en attendant qu'un projet exhaustif de mise 4 jour soit accompli par un 
organisme professionnel tel que les précedents, le secteur démographique de la 
Division des caractéristiques du Secteur du recensement entreprend une opération 
de faible envergure pour répondre aux besoins de la recherche en cours. Selon 
le plan actuel, ce mini-projet comporte quatre étapes: 
(i) établissement d'une liste des documents publiés dans les "séries 
internes'" du Secteur du recensement; 
(ii) @tablissement d'une liste des documents pertinents mentionnés dans 
l'index de la population; 

(iii) établissement d'une liste des documents pertinents non compris dans (i) 
et (tise, nar ae anes les documents présentés par les membres du 
personnel de Statistique Canada lors de réunions d'associations profes- 
sionnelles eeune le "Population Association of America";

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At this time, only the first of these steps has been completed, and the ob- 
jective of the present Working Paper is to provide the bibliographical lists 
which have been compiled (the second step is nearing completion and we hope 
to release the corresponding bibliography in a forthcoming Working Paper). 
The remainder of this Introduction is devoted to a few explanatory notes con- 


cerning the various "internal series" which are covered in our bibliography. 


The term "internal series'' refers to series of publications which the Census 
Field (and/or the former Census Division) disseminates with the prime objec- 
tive of providing staff members with a means of reporting and learning about 
the various ongoing projects (including project plans, tentative findings and 
final results). As such, the "internal series" are designed primarily for dis- 
semination within Statistics Canada, though a limited number of copies of 
selected publications are mailed also to certain individuals outside of 
Statistics Canada, as well as to certain organizations. In contrast with the 
official publications of Statistics Canada, works published in the Hinterna. 


series" are not covered in the official catalogue. 


To examine the scope of the "internal series", let us first refer to the six 
major series which are currently being maintained. In the following paragraphs 


they are reviewed in the descending order of their standards.* 


At the top of the pyramid one finds the Reprinted Publications, the Census 


Field vehicle for disseminating articles which staff members publish in profes- 
sional journals or in official proceedings of professional conferences. Since 
its inception in 1965, thirty-two issues have been disseminated in the Reprinted 
Publications series. According to the current system, authors who are interested

document de travail est de donner la liste bibliographique qui a été établie

Le terme "séries internes" désigne les séries de publications que le Secteur 
du recensement (et (ou) l'ancienne Division du recensement) distribue dans le 
but de fournir aux membres du personnel un moyen de prendre connaissance des 
divers projets en cours et d'en @étre tenus au courant (y compris les plans de 
projet, les constatations provisoires et les résultats définitifs). En soi, 
les "séries internes' sont d'abord destinées 4 @6tre distribuées 4 l'intérieur 
de Statistique Canada, méme si un nombre limité de certains exemplaires sont 
également envoyés par courrier a certaines personnes 4 l'extérieur de Statis- 
tique Canada ainsi qu'a d'autres organismes. Contrairement aux publications 


officielles de Statistique Canada, les documents publiés dans les "séries 


internes" ne figurent pas au catalogue officiel. 


Afin d'étudier la portée des "séries internes", référons-nous premiérement 
aux six plus importantes séries qui sont actuellement publiées. Dans les 
paragraphes suivants, elles sont analysées selon leurs normes, par ordre 


décroissant*.

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in using this vehicle contact the officer in charge when their articles are 
accepted for publication, and the Census Field then orders a suitable quantity 
of reprints. These are subsequently disseminated with a specially designed 


cover page. 


Next to the Reprinted Publications, the category which involves the highest 
standards is the Analytical and Technical Memoranda (ATM) series. In his 
memorandum concerning ATM's, the Director of the former Census Division, 
Web. Porter, noted: 

"ATM's ... are of long-term value and are designed for 

outsiders as well as our own staff... In fact, they 

are intended to approach the standards of articles in 


professional journals.''* 


Nine issues have been released in the ATM series, since its inception in March, 


1969; the last issue was released in January, 1974. 


Like all the "internal series" the "Reprinted Publications" and the ATM's are 
designed primarily for dissemination within Statistics Canada; nonetheless, 

the mailing list of this series does include a fairly large number of addres- 
sees outside of Statistics Canada, and in this respect the Reprinted Publica- 


tions and the ATM's differ from the series discussed subsequently. 


On the level below the ATM's one finds the Working Paper (WP) series and the 
Characteristics Division Research Memoranda (CDRM) — formerly, the Population 
and Housing (P&H) Research Memoranda.** The WP's and the CDRM's differ from the 
ATM's in many respects: they do not require a "final report style" and may refer 


to partial findings, tentative ideas or even to documentation alone; they are

Tout en haut, on retrouve les Publications réimprimées qui constituent le moyen 
de diffusion des articles que le personnel du Secteur du recensement publie 
dans les revues spécialisées ou dans les compte-rendus officiels de conférences. 
Depuis leur début en 1965, trente-deux publications ont paru dans les séries 

des publications réimprimées. Selon le systéme actuel, les auteurs qui sont 
intéressés a utiliser ce moyen de diffusion doivent communiquer avec l'agent de 
service lorsque leur article est accepté; le Secteur du recensement commande 
alors une quantité appropriée de réimpressions. Elles sont par la suite dif- 


fusées avec une page couverture spéciale. 


Apres les Publications réimprimées, la catégorie qui posséde les normes les 
plus élevées est la série des Etudes analytiques et techniques. Dans une note 
de service concernant cette série, M. W.D. Porter, directeur de l'ancienne 
Division du recensement a déclaré: 

"ATM's ... are of long-term value and are designed for 

outsiders as well as our own staff... In fact, they 

are intended to approach the standards of articles in 


professional journals'*. 


Neuf publications ont paru dans la série des Etudes analytiques et techniques 


depuis mars 1969; la derniére a @té publiée en janvier 1974. 


Comme toutes les "séries internes", les "Publications réimprimées" et les 
"Etudes analytiques et techniques" sont destinées premiérement 4 @étre diffusées 
a l'intérieur de se ateeione Canada; néanmoins, la liste postale de cette série 
comprend un nombre appréciable de destinataires 4 l'extérieur de Statistique 
Canada; c'est sous ce rapport que les Publications réimprimées et les Etudes 
analytiques et techniques différent des séries dont on discutera plus loin.

not subject to as rigorous a review (by "outside" readers) as in the case of 
ATM's, and the distribution list is limited almost entirely to Statistics Canada 
staff members. The difference between the WP's and the CDRM's is mainly histori- 
cal: WP's were issued by the former Research Sub-division, while P&H Research 
Memoranda were issued by the Population and Housing Sub-division; however, follow- 
ing the reorganization of the Census Field in 1974, both series became the res- 
ponsibility of the newly-created Characteristics Division.* Insofar as their 
content is concerned, the WP's tend to concentrate on discussions and expositions 
of a wide range of topics, while the CDRM's concentrate more on documentation 
related to the 1971 Census; however, such differences have never been formally 
defined and in reality they are rarely clear-cut (it is likely that one or the 


other of these series will be discontinued in the future). 


Over 40 titles have been published in each of the series WP and CDRM (including 
its forerunner, the P&H Research Memoranda) since their inception in March, 


1968, and December 1971, respectively. 


The other two series which are currently being published by the Census Field 
are the Planning and Procedural Memoranda (P&P) and the Results Memoranda (RM). 
Both originated within the Systems and Operations Sub-division of the Census 
Division in connection with the operations of the 1969 pre-censal test and the 
1971 Census. According to their terms of reference, the P&P's were designed as a 
"means of disseminating information pertaining to plans 
and procedures... The P&P memos will offer a more de- 
tailed description than is possible in minutes, which 
are, perforce, summary statements. ''**

A un niveau inférieur aux Etudes analytiques et techniques, on trouve la 

série des Documents de travail et des Notes de recherches de la Division des 
caractéristiques — appelées auparavant les Notes de recherches de la population 
et du logement*. Les Documents de travail et les Notes de recherches de la 
Division des caratéristiques différent de la série des Etudes analytiques et 
techniques 4 bien des égards: elles n'ont pas besoin d'étre "définitives" et 
peuvent se rapporter a des conclusions partielles, des suggestions et méme 
seulement a de la documentation; elles ne sont pas soumises a un controle aussi

ques et la liste de distribution se limite presque entiérement au personnel de 

Statistique Canada. La différence entre les Documents de travail et les Notes 

de recherches de la Division des caratéristiques est surtout chronologique:

cherche tandis que les Notes de recherches de la population et du logement ont 

été publiées par la Sous-division de la population et du logement; toutefois, 

Suite a la réorganisation du Secteur du recensement en 1974, les deux séries 

ont été confiées a la Division des caractéristiques nouvellement constituée**. 

En ce qui concerne leur contenu, la série des Documents de travail a tendance 

a se spécialiser sur des discussions et des exposés sur un grand choix de 

Sujets tandis que celle des Notes de recherches de la Division des caractéristi- 

ques se limite plutodt aux documents relatifs au recensement de 1971; toutefois, 

ces différences n'ont jamais été définies officiellement et, en réalité, elle 

font rarement l'objet d'une distinction nette (l'une ou l'autre de ces séries 

disparaitra éventuellement).

"present detailed descriptions of the results of spec- 
ific operations or procedures, noting any problems and 


the adjustments needed to overcome them..''* 


With regard to both series it was envisaged that 
"they will also be an important source of material for 
the preparation of operations manuals, training guides 
and the 1971 Administrative Report, and will form an 
important historical record for the planning of sub- 


sequent censuses", ** 


Evidently the P&P's and RM's are defined in the ad hoc framework of the census 
operations, compared with the WP's and CDRM's which may refer to any topic with 
which a staff member deals in the course of his work. Other differences con- 

cern distribution (which is narrower for the P&P's and RM's) and format (which 


is far more restrictive for the P&P's and RM's.) 


In addition to the six major series reviewed above, the Census Field experi- 
mented with other series, e.g., Technical Papers, Technical Memoranda, Census 
Data News and Spectrum, all of which have been discontinued. Some notes con- 


cerning these series, however, are in place here. 


The Technical Papers (TP) and Technical Memoranda (TM) were published between 
mid-1965 and the end of 1968 by the former Research Sub-division. Roughly, 
the terms of reference of the TP's and the TM's corresponded, respectively, to 


those of the ATM's and the WP's; indeed, the latter were designed to replace

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the TP's and the TM's as of 1969.* Only five papers were issued as TP? s, *the 
last one in December, 1966. On the other hand, some 50 papers were released 
as TM's, the last one in November, 1968. The complete list of TP's and TM's 


is included in the subsequent bibliography. 


The Census Data News was a short-lived newsletter issued by the Data 
Dissemination Section in 1973/74. In all, four issues appeared in this series 
(Vol. 1, No. 1 through 4). The topics dealt with included the 1971 Summary 
Tapes Programme, the 1971 Census Publication Programme, and notes on the 1971 
Census methodology. Spectrum was a short-lived publication of the Evaluation 
Section. Between May, 1973, and May, 1974, four papers were submitted for 
publication in this series, but only two were approved for dissemination (the 
first under the former name "Interim Paper"). The Census Data News and Spec- 
trum are excluded from the bibliography presented here because of the small 


number of issues released in each series. 


It will be noted in this connection that since October, 1974, the Census Field 
has also been publishing a monthly newsletter called Communiqué. Information 
included in Communiqué covers the current Census publications, the Census re- 
search programme, and the Census Field personnel. To date, seven issues have 
been released, three in 1974 and four in 1975. Communiqué has been omitted 

from the subsequent bibliography because it differs from all the other series 
(which consist of occasional signed articles rather than regular newsletters).

Evidemment, les Notes de planification et de procédure et les Rapports d'enquéte 
sont définis dans l'organisation spéciale des opérations du recensement en 
comparaison des Documents de travail et des Notes de recherches de la Division 
des caractéristiques qui peuvent concerner tout sujet dont s'occupe un membre 

du personnel. Les autres différences concernent la distribution (plus limitée 
pour les Notes de planification et de procédure et les Rapports d'enquéte) et 


la présentation (beaucoup plus restreinte pour les deux séries précédentes). 


En plus des six principales séries analysées ci-dessus, le Secteur du recense- 
ment a publié d'autres séries, comme les Notes techniques, les Etudes techniques, 
les Actualités du recensement et Spectrum, qui ont toutes cessé de paraitre. 


Voici toutefois quelques remarques concernant ces séries. 


L'ancienne Sous-division de la recherche a publié entre le milieu de 1965 et la 
fin de 1968 les Notes techniques et les Etudes techniques. Les attributions des 
Notes techniques et des Etudes techniques correspondaient respectivement a peu 
prés a celles des Etudes analytiques et techniques et des Documents de travail; 
effectivement, ces derniéres ont été créées pour remplacer les Notes techniques 
et les Etudes techniques a compter de 1969*. Seulement cinq documents ont été 
publiés sous forme de Notes techniques, dont le dernier en décembre 1966. 
D'autre part, quelque 50 documents ont été publiés sous forme d'Etudes techni- 
ques, le dernier en novembre 1968. La liste compléte des Notes techniques et 


des Etudes techniques est incluse dans la bibliographie subséquente. 


Les Actualités du recensement, publiées par la Section de la diffusion des 
données en 1973-74, n'a pas paru trés longtemps. En tout, quatre publications 
ont paru dans cette série (vol. 1, n° 144). Elles traitaient du programme

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We conclude this Introduction with a note on the organization of bibliographi- 
cal lists. The eight major series are presented in alphabetical order, com- 
mencing with the ATM's and terminating with the Working Papers. The pages 

of each series are numbered separately, to facilitate additions in the future. 
When sub-series exist within a major series, as in the case of the WP's, the 
sub-series are listed alphabetically within the major series, except that the 


"General'' sub-series always appears first.

Spectrum a été 
une publication de courte durée de la Section de l'évaluation. Entre mai 1973 
et mai 1974, quatre documents ont été remis pour étre publiés dans cette série, 
mais deux seulement ont été retenus pour diffusion (le premier sous 1l'ancien 
nom "Document provisoire"). Les Actualités du recensement et Spectrum sont 
exclus de la présente bibliographie en raison du nombre restreint de publica- 


tions qui ont paru dans chaque série. 


On remarquera a ce sujet que depuis octobre 1974, le Secteur du recensement 
publie également un bulletin mensuel appelé ''Communiqué". Les renseignements 
compris dans "Communiqué" concernent les publications actuelles du recensement, 
son programme de recherche et son personnel. Jusqu'a maintenant, sept publica- 
tions ont paru, dont trois en 1974 et quatre en 1975. "Communiqué" a été omis 
de la bibliographie parce qu'il est différent de toutes les autres séries (qui 


constituent des articles occasionnels signés, plutdt que de bulletins réguliers). 


Nous terminons cette introduction avec un mot au sujet de l'organisation des 
listes bibliographiques. Les huit séries principales sont par ordre alphabé- 
tique anglais, en commengant par les Etudes analytiques et techniques et en 
terminant par les Documents de travail. Les pages de chaque série sont numé- 
rotées séparément pour faciliter les additions ultérieures. Lorsqu'il y a des 
sous-séries a 1'intérieur d'une série principale, comme dans le cas des Documents 
de travail, elles sont énumérées par l'ordre alphabétique anglais, 4 l'exception 
des sous-séries "générales" qui figurent toujours les premiéres.
